2. DELEGATION MEMBERS HAVE EXPRESSED TO NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
THEIR CONCERN THAT STATUS OF USLO ESCORT MAY CREATE PRO- 
TOCOL PROBLEM AND PARTICULARLY THAT "NON-PROFESSIONAL 
MEMBER OF DELEGATION" MIGHT "PREEMPT THE PLACE OF A
